WASHINGTON (UPI)— Presi- 
dent Johnson today ordered the 
Defense Department to build a 
$1.5 billion orbiting space lab- 
oratory to be launched In 1968 
with two men aboard. 

In a statemnt read at his 
news conference. Johnson said 
the Manned Orbiting T.abora- 
tory (MOL) "will bring us new 
knowledge about what man i.s 
able to do in space" and "will 
enable us to relate that ability 
to the defense of the nation." 

As presently conceived, the 
MOL will be a big cylinder 
about the size of a house trailer 
in which two men will live and 
perform experiments in space 
for two weeks to a month. 

It will be launched by a Ti- 
tan 3-C rocket, the most power- 
ful twoster yet developed by 
the United States. The crew 
will ride into space aboard a 
modified Gemini spacecraft de- 
veloped by the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion (NASA) for its current pre- 
lunar flight program.

WASHINGTON (AP)— Congressional passage of Pres- 
ident Johnson's $3.36-billion foreign aid authoriication 
bill has left Senate advocates of a drastic overhaul of 
the program licking their wounds in defeat. The Sen- 
ate's battle with the House for a two-year authorization 
and a revamping of the overseas-aid format is certain 
to be renewed in the next session. The Senate caved in 
Tuesday when it voted G7-27 passage of a bill tailored 
-to House demands, and pre-| 
viously approved by that 
body. All it needs is John- 
son's sifinalure. 

The amount of authorizations 
didn't even figure in the major 
dispute this year, and the lonp- 
agreed upon totals came within 
$97,670,000 of what Johnson 
askedf 

The final amount that actually 
will be made available to ft 
nance the program will be 
fought out in a subseguent ap- 
propriations bill providlhg the 
money. 

Here's what the Senate want 
ed, and for which its conferees 
argued unsuccessfully in 14 
meetings with House negotia- 
tors extending over two months: 

1. A two-year authorization to 
avoid tho yearly struggle over 
foreign aid legislation and to 
give aid officials more time for 
planning their Overseas military 
and economic assistance pro- 
grams. 

2. Termination of the program 
In its present form at the end of 
two years and the creation of a 
congressional committee to in- 
vestigate its administration and 
recommend changes to reduce 
spending and concentrate future 
aid in countries where it will be 
most effective. 

It got neither. Instead it got 
promises from the House con- 
ferees to consider a multiyear 
authorization next year and 
:from_.tlie JldmlniatraliOIL to rec- 
ommend a Ioniser program then. 
It got promises from both the 
administratlqn and the Hov^e 
conferees to restudy tho pro- 
gram.

Dr. Brumbach said 120 
acres of farm land, adjoining 
the site on the south and west, 
is available.

In short, summer camp leaves practically 
nothing to the child's imagination or ingenuity. 
Like a buck private, he learns to play by rote, 
and his pleasures are those of the herd. 

I suppose my friends and I were dragged up, 
because we never went to summer camp, but it 
seems to me we had more fun than those who 
did because summer bestowed on us something 
the camper lacked, namely freedom, f^rom 
morning till a sternly-enforced evening curfew, 
we were tree to amuse ourselves in any legal 
manner that came to mind, and in the process 
wo discovered that fun could be invented. 



Lawless Atmosphere 

Dwight Eisenhower observed the other 
day that this nation seemed to be becom- 
ing "atmosphered" in a spirit of lawlesa- 
ness. 

It was a good choice of words, for law- 
lessness is indeed all around us, like the 
. atmosphere. 

It is only on those fortunately rare oc- 
casions when it wells up into a destruct- 
ive storm like the rioting in Los Angeles 
— which was what occasioned the former 
president's remarks— that we take note 
of it. But lawlessness is an ever-present 
phenomenon, so much so that the great 
danger is that we may become accustom- 
ed to it and accept it as the normal way 
of things. r;- 

It ranges all the way from overt acts'of 
lawbreaking by criminal elements to a 
genera! disregard of traffic regulations, 
from the~nefarious activities of the pro- 
fessional con artist to the man who 
cheats Just a little on his income tax re- 
turn. 

It is characterized by one thing held In 
common both by criminals and by other- 
wise law-abiding citizens — contempt for 
laws we don't like. , 

~ The one may justify his behavior by 
reasoning that anything is all right so 
long as he isn't caught; the other, with 
the rationalization th at no one is be ing 
Tiurt toyhls actions; --^ 

Of late, as a dubious consequence of 
the civil rights struggle, another justifi- 
cation has become popular. This is that 
unjust laws are not laws at all, that in 
fact allegiance to true law and true jus- 
tice compels us to resist and disobey un- 
just laws wherever they are found. 

This Is a noble doctrine, one which ^ 

over the ceitturies-has-inspired counties* IralloomB distance of homer-there^ere punch- 



men to fight tyranny— from the early 
Christians to the legendary William Tell 
to our own revolutionaries of 1776. 

It is. however, an Idea that can easily 
become debased — and dangerous — when 
we seek to apply it to our own personal 
ends. There are bad laws and foolish 
regulations, but in this country there are 
ways of changing them other than vio- 
lence or public or private disobedience. 

The law is, basically, the body of rules 
by which we attempt to regulate our 
daily activities in order to live together 
in the greatest harmony and. to reach 
the best balance between community 
stability and individual freedom. In a 
democracy, the law is, ultimately, the 
consensus of the majority as to how to 
achieve this end. 

Majority wisdom is not infallible. It is 
often wrong, and It changes slowly. But 
in a society operating in an atmosphere 
of growing contempt for the law. all law 
— good or bad— eventually loses its mean- 
ing. 

WE ARE NOT ALONE 

It now appears that the youth problem 
Is~Irriefnationai. warar socioToglsts TalsiEl 
the "youth culture phenomenon" has 
been singled out as a major factor in 
what- is virtually a world-wide crime 
boom. It's a sufficiently serious situation 
to preoccupy an international crime-pre 
vention congress sponsored by the United 
Nations at Stockholm. 

Experts from 75 countries were report- 
ed in general agreement that "crime de- 
velops out of youth" with a big boost 
from "unive»sal urbanization" o(, ihc 
mcxlem world. Also, while' econojriic fac- 
tors alone do not explain crimes, social 

f — change and paradoxically greater indi 
vidual freedom through better living 
standards apparently are directly con 
tributory to increased criminal activity. 

It--thus-appcars~that-TOodera societies, 

"as they strive for ends generally re 
garded as good and desirable, are at the 
same time encouraging development of 
some of the^rjnajor social ailments to a 
degree not genefally-Tealized. 

Therer~ai:e indications that civilized 
crime goes hand-in-hand with aid to de- 
veloping nations. The Stockholm dcliber- 
ations brought to l ight reports of pmorj:

TOWARD HIGHER SOLDIERS' PAY 

Contrary to House-approved legislation boost- 
ing the pay of military personnel according to 
rank and grade, the Senate chose an across-the- 
board approach to improve the financial outlook 
for more than 2.500,000 men and women now on 
active duty. The .Senate version of the bill pre- 
vailed, without need of a conference. So nearly 
universal was congressional sentiment that each 
house had settled on average basic increases 
approaching II per cent. 

Assuming that President Johnson "signs the 
pay increase bill, it could become effective next 
month. Wo believtJie should. The Senate mea- 
-fMio, — which — touili

lion. Senator Russell's Ar'mcd Forces Commit- 
ee had followed the House in approving substan- 
tial average raises for officers and enlisted men 
with loss than two years service; the Adminis- 
tration thought less than 3 per cent was enough.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
South will never be the same 
again. 

The voting Rights Act of 1965, 
thhowing the door open for addi 
lional thousands of Southern 
Negroes to vote, should create 8 
political revolution if followed 
up by Negroes themselves. 

Immediately after President 
Johnson signed the act last Fri- 
day his administration got busy 
to make it work. 

The estimated number of 
whites of voting age in 11 South- 
iCrn states outnumber Negroes 
SofXT- to ono~— -roughly-iOjniUion 
to 5 million — but in some sec- 
tions Negroes outnumber whites. 

Eventually it can be expected 
that in those areas, at least, Ne- 
groes will be sending repre- 
sentatives to state legislatures 
and ta Congress. As more of 
them vote white politicians will 
have to cater to them and their 
needs. 

And the number of white 
Southern segregationists ih Con- 
gress should decrease as more 
Negroes go to the polls because 
in many places they may hold 
the balance of power. 

No doubt the picture of the 
South in the years ahead will 
undergo many changes. 

For one thing, many whites 
eligible to vote but indifferent 
about doing so until now will 
surely start going to the polls to 
offset the increase in Negro vot- 
ers. 

For a while, at least, many 
white Southerners, traditionally 
Democrats, will probably turn 
to the Republican party while 
Negroes will cling to the Demo- 
crats since Johnson has made a 
big impression on them. 

In time, because of candi- 
dates, issues and the circum- 
Rlanoes- and reUitionship.s in 
Southern life, party alignments 
may get fuzzed up by cross- 
overs by both races. -

In Mississippi, which 
had the lowest percentage of 
registered Negroes, the figure 
for Negroes was 6.7 per cent 
while for whites it was 70.2 per 
cent. 

In Tennessee, with the highest 
percentage of registered Ne- 
groes in the South, the figures 
were: Negroes, 69.5 per cent 
whites, 72.9 per cent. 

If Negro leaders can boost 
Negro registration to 70 per cent 
for the South as a whole, the 
effect on elections, certainly in 
some areas within the istatcs, 
will be indisputable. 

The new voting act, which 
authorizes the federal goverif- 
ment under certain conditions to 
register Negroes, will affect 
Alabama. Missi.ssippi, Louisi- 
ana, Georgia, South Carolina, 
Virginia, and about 3-1 counties 
in North Carolina.

Q=-What Js a mental bloct 
and can it be corrected by med- 
ical treatment? 

A— A sudden inability to ex- 
press what is in your mind is 
known as a mental block. This 
may happen when you are in 
the middle of a sentence and 
can't think of the next word. 
This type of blocking happens 
at times to everyone. Some au- 
thorities believe that it is caus- 
ed by an association of un- 
pleasant emotions with' the 
thoughts you're trying to ex- 
press, but most of us believe 
that this is not invariably the 
case. 

The treatment requires achiev- 
ing a calm frame of mind by 
rest, if fatigue is a factor, or 
by the usC of a tranquilizer if 
there is a combination of factors 
that cannot be easily removed. 

A more .severe form of block- 
ing, one that is complete and 
persistent, is characteristic of 
schizophrenia, a type of mental 
disease. This, would require 
psychiatric care. 

Q — I am 22 years old and 
have shaking palsy of my head. 
I thought only older people got 
this disease. What could cause 
it and wha t sho ul d I do?

or pronethalol. Others are help- 
ed by an operation in which a 
small center in the brain is it- 
stroyed by freezing. 

Q-— I am a man, 70. Whit 
could cause my stools to be coal 
black? 

A— Black, tarry stools are us- 
ually an indication of bleeding 
high enough in the digestive 
tract to change the natural color 
of the blood. This may be blood 
from the nose or mouth that has 
been swallowed, blood (rem 
varicose veins in the esophagus 
due to cirrhosis of the liver, or a 
bleeding peptic ulcer. 

Medicines that contain char- 
coal, iron or bismuth when 
taken in large doses or eating a 
large helping of black cherries 
may also cause the stools to be 
black. Have your doctor de- 
termine the cause so that In 
'can start appropriate t reatmenL

Figures Given

NEW YORK— This era of elec- 
trical appliance developments, 
including the toothbrush and 
knife, gives us all a fabe im- 
pression. Since there are so 
many new helping hands avail- 
able, the assumption is that we 
all have them and know how to 
operate them. 

This isn't true. Industry sales 
figures reveal millions of homes 
are without automatic dish- 
washers, for example (only 11.8 
per cent saturation). If you are 
in the market this year for such 
a convenience, here are some 
tips to Ijelp you decide on a unit. 

The first thing to consider be- 
fore buying is whether the 
plumbing lines and electrical 
service in your house are equip- 
ped to handle it. Your local 
plumbing/electrical contractor 
can help you decide. Or the 
dealer or distributor may pro- 
vide such a service as part of 
his sales approach. 

Sylvia White, as director of 
consumer relations for Waste 
King, Is as familiar with the 
workings of a dishwasher as the 
wash water. She offers these 
questions to consider when shop- 
ping for a dishwasher. 

Is tlie water heater in your 
home adequate to provide ISO 
degrees minimum water tem- 
perature? If not, docs the dish- 
washer have a booster heater to 
heat wash and final rinse water? 

Is the water pressure sup- 
plied to (he hosQ ad.eauatQ to 
provide sufficient water to 
dishwasher? Or is water pres- 
sure so great that a pressure re- 
ducer is necessary? 

What is the water hardness 
In your area? Check your local 
water company for this. If ex- 
cessively hard (20 grains or 
more), can it be softened? 

Are other minerals, such as 
iron, pre.sent in water to an ex- 
tent that they would interfere 
with dishwashing results? Can 
they be treated or conditioned 
in some way? 

What special cycles would you 
like to U!ie on your dishwasher? 

Can the dishwa.sher be loaded 
easily with your type of dinner- 
ware and utensils? Loading is 
related to theWianner in which 
water is circulated. Check op- 
crating instructinlts', care and 
use manual. 

Does the unit have a wetting 
agent dispenser: an automatic 
detergent cup? Are these easy 
to u.se? 

Is each dishware rack Inde- 
pendently accessible for load- 
ing? 

How docs the dishwasher han- 
dle residue left on dishes? Are- 
filter screotv^ if any, accessible 
for cleaning? 

If you consider a porlaETc 
unit, should you purchase a true 
portable or a convertible-port- 
able which can be built in at a 
later dale?

Commission 
To Study 
Land Laws 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re- 
searchers soon will begin comb- 
ing through thousands of laws 
and regulations governing the 
use of federal lands. 

Then, W2 years and J-l mil- 
lion later, the Public Land Law 
Review Commission will submit 
to Congress recommendations 
tor modernizing the mas.s of 
laws and regulations that deal 
with about 500 million acres, 
mostly in the West. 

This mammoth review job will] Vio'i 
begin after organization of the 
commission, its professional 
staff and advisory groups! 

The commission has been 
formed. The director of the proj- 
ect and a public advisory com- 
mittee have been appointed. 
Governors of all states and 
heads of federal departments 
which deal with lands and re- 
sources have been invitott-^to 
name liaison officers as con- 
tacts with the commission. 

The project director, Milton A. 
Pearl, estimated that law books 
would be searched for an esti- 
mated 5,000 statutes, including 
some over a century old. Esti- 
mates of regulations and legal 
ojiinions by department lawyers 
run ever higher.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
John C. Stennis hinted today 
that the Johnson administration 
may be forced i(y cut down ii.s 
"war on poverty" to help fi- 
nance the steadily rising U.S. 
combat effort in the Viet Nam 
war. 

The Mississippi Democrat In- 
troduced the administration's 
$46.8 billion defense money bill 
Wedne.'^day in a speech prepar- 
ed for .Senate delivery. He warn- 
ed that the measure would not 
see the military through the 
current fiscal year and that 
more money would have to be 
apportioned later. | 

Previously, Stennis has fore- 
cast that before long the Viet 
Nam war might cost the United 
States as much as $14 billion a 
year. 

"In this light." Stennis said, 
"the Congress and the cxecu- 
ti%'e branch must realize that 
the war on poverty is not the 
Only war in which we are en- 
gaged at this time. 

"American boys are dying 
every day in Viet Nam for 
American ideals that are .ns inv 
porlant to us as raising the 
standard of living in local com- 
munities."

The breakdown of anticipated 
enrollments Is as follows: Ele- 
mentary schools, 3,099; Junior 
high schools, 1,549; senior high 
schools, 1,498; cerebral palsy 
school, 8, and special education, 
47. 

Two hundred and forty-seven 
teaching positions have been fin- 
ked «nd 252 "porsons-aro under 
contract, an Increase of eight 
over last year. Assistant School 
Superintendent Arthur M. Kleln- 
kopf pointed out that the dis- 
trict Is short one counselor for 
grades nine through 12, 

Klelnkopf explained the pres- 
ent experience requirements for 
counselors makes it extremely 
difficult to find qualified per- 
sonnel. The requirements for a 
counselor are a master's degree. 
In addition to two years of teach- 
ing experience in any subject. 

Klelnkopf also pointed out that 
with the present accreditation 
requirements of one counselor 



short of the mark. 

To alleviate this problem 
Klelnkopf suggested either rai.s- 
ing the counselor-to-student ratio 
or. lowering the counselor's re- 
quirements, whereby a bache- 
lor's degree would be required 
along with the two years of ex- 
perience. 

The counselor then could be 
working toward a master's de- 
,;ree while filling a position that 
s badly needed in today's edu- 
cational system," said Kleln- 
kopf.

"The keystone of any pro- 
gram to further the piartncrship 
between state and local govern 
mental units." Smylie said

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho told 
the Senate Interior Committee 
Wednesday passage of hi.s Wild 
Rivers Bill would help safe- 
guard Idaho salmon runs. 

Church told the committee, 
which has the bill under consid- 
eration, the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service this week said 
present runs of steelhead and 
Chinook in the Salmoii and 
Clearwater rivers were worth 
$6 millllon to downstream fish- 
ermen. 

"The service Is confident," 
Church said; "that if no dams 
are built on these rivers, the 
next few years could see the 
greatly increa-sed sports fishing 
on both the Salmon and Clear- 
water." 

U. S. Fi.sh and Wildlife Com- 
missioner Clarence F. PautzUe. 
reported "low" runs during the 
past two years of salmon at 
Ice Harbor Dam on the Lower 
Snake River. 

Segments of both the Salmon 
and Clearwater rivers are 
named in the bill to establish a 
National— Wild-^ Rivera — System, 
which bans the construction of 
dams and preserves them as 
"free-flowing" streams.

From pregon

Business 
MiiTor

NEW YORK (AP) — You 
don't have to look at the calen- 
dar. You can tell from glancing 
over the financial pages of your 
newspaper that the Dog Days 
are here again. 

The stock market has been 
taking a breather after its sum- 
mer rally. The auto industry is 
coasting as it changes over to 
new models. The steel industry 
is in effect marking time, as far 
as planning goes, while the de- 
bate over the labor contract 
pushes against a Sept. 1 dead- 
line. 

Businessmen and consumers 
alike are paying more attention 
to plans for the last weekends of 
the summer than to such com 
plexities as whither the' econo- 
my may be heading. 

And the very evidoot health of 
the economy helps lull the 
markets and the business plan 
ners in the late August siesta. 

But once past iJtbor Day, ten 
sion will mount agiin. 

Whatever happens in steel 
will have an impact. A strike at 
first would do little harm to the 
general economy because for 
months steel users have been 
piling up inventories. But a 
prolonged strike could topple 
the 4-year-old business boom 
And whatever wage settlement 
is reached, and whatever price 
adjustments follow, will affect 
other industries. Some warn 
that a generous wage increase 
could set off another wage-price 
spiral in other industries. 

In September and October the 
auto industry will be having 
test of its own. At stake will be 
the continuing life of the prec- 
edent-iietting sales boom. How 
the public greets the new mod- 
els — with open check books or 
with indifference — will tell 
while the auto industry con- 
tinues to support the general 
boom that started in 1961. 

The stock market has man 
aged to produce enough of a 
rally to satisfy the tradition- 
alists who demand a price ri.se 
to make summer official. Mark 
et hesitancy in recent days may 
be just a consolidation of pre- 
vious gains, or caution born of 
the steel uncertainty at home 
and Britain's financial crisis 
abroad. Or stock traders may 
be reacting like most everyone 
else to the last lazy days of 
summer. 

The fall also will see a test of 
the victory the United States 
won in managing a slight sur- 
plus in its international pay- 
ments after years of running a 
deficit. 

The victory was credited to 
the voluntary action of U.S 
banks, and corporaliooa in slow- 
ing the flow of American dollars 
abroad in investments and 
loans. 

Financial circles al.so see 
these final days of summer as a 
lull before a new testing of in 
terest rates. Corporate demand 
for funds has been rising as 
business expansion plans grow. 
Some bankers are saying that 
the autumn may see a long-de 
layed rise in interest rates, 
despite the frowns of the admin- 
istration. 



would be to sell your stocks, un- 
load, get out of the market. 

But let's square away on 
some definitions. ..-X bear is a 
person who believes stock prices 
will go down. A bear market is 
a period of dcOlmmg stock 
prices. 

On the other side of the fence 
we find the bull — a« person who 
believes stock prices will go 
up. And, of course, a btill mar- 
ket is a periixl of rising stock 
prices. 

For most of the post-World 
War II period, we )iave been in 
a bull market. We've had inter- 
ruptions, of course, such as the 
stock market break of„l9li2 and 
the dip in stock prices begin- 
ning the middle of lust Ma\. 

But none of these had the 
quality of real "bear market". 
Stock market prices have to slay 
in one general direction (cither 
up or down) for at least two 
years before the market can be 
call either bull or bear. 

The price of any stock reflects 
the health of the company in 
which it represents ownership. 
If you feel that wo arc headed 
into a bear market, you must 
feel that American l orponiiions 
and the American cconniiiy are 
sick — that we are headed into 
a depression. 

That's always possible. But 
I doubt it. Really, now, don't 
you feel the same way ' 

We'll see dips in the stock 
market from time to time. But 
as long as our general eco- 
nomy stays healthy. 1 can't 
see any signs of a really long- 
term bear market. 

Q, You have explained the 
"sliding-scale commission sche- 
dule" for stocks traded on 
major stock exchanges. Can you 
now give the New York State 
and Federal government trans- 
fer taxes, as well as the Sc 
curlties and Exchange Com 
mission fee for stocks traded 
in New York? I use that state, 
because that's where most 
stocks are traded or transfer- 
red. 

A. We'll start with Ihe New 
York State transfer tax. That's 
the largest of these relatively 
small lax bites. It is based on 
Ihe sale price per share. For 
stock selling at less than S5 
a share, it's one cent a share: 
from $5 to $9.93.- it's two cents; 
from JIO to $19.99. it's three 
cents; at $20 or more, it's four 
cents. 

The Federal transfer lax Is 
■four cent.s on each $100 (or 
major fraction of $100) of the 
actual sale price involved in the 
transa<:tion. There is a mini 
mum Federal transfer tax of 
four cents on each transaction 
And there is a maximum of 
eight cents a share. 

The SEC fee works out to one 
cent for each $500 or fraction 
thereof on the money value In- 
volved In each transaction. 

Sharpen your pencil and 
you'll be able to figure that 
total of these taxes on every 
sale of stock you ever made.
